GENERAL  INFORMATION 

In  order  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  “oddities”  in 
the  way  of  bulbs,  I  have  gathered  together  a  collection  of 
rare  sorts.  Many  of  these  are  native  to  South  Africa  and 
seldom  seen  in  this  countx*y- 

Although  most  of  the  bulbs  listed  have  proved  hardy  in 
California  some  are  very  tender  and  should  be  either  planted 
under  the  protection  of  a  wall  and  well  mulched  with  dried 
leaves  or  given  greenhouse  or  coldframe  cuture.  All  the 
Amaryllis  family,  many  of  which  are  commonly  called 
“Lilies”  on  account  of  their  beautiful  funnel  shaped  blos¬ 
soms  and  delicate  fragrance,  make  excellent  subjects  for 
the  conservatory. 

ORDER  EARLY.  Send  in  your  orders  as  early  as  pos¬ 
sible  to  prevent  disappointment  as  supply  is  limited  on 
some  varieties. 

POSTAGE  OR  DELIVERY  CHARGES  are  prepaid  on 
all  orders  for  $2.50  or  over.  For  orders  of  less  than  $2.50 
add  25  cents  for  packing  and  postage. 

DELIVERY.  Some  varieties  of  bulbs  can  be  transplanted 
any  time  of  the  year,  but  as  a  general  rule  summer  and 
fall  planting  is  required.  Orders  will  be  filled  as  soon  as 
stock  is  ready. 

Prices. — At  prices  quoted.  6  bulbs  or  more  will  be  supplied 
at  the  dozen  rate,  while  25  or  more  will  be  supplied  at  the 
100  rate.  Less  than  6  of  one  variety  will  be  supplied  only 
at  an  increased  price  of  10  per  cent  over  dozen  rate. 

Terms  of  Payment. — Our  terms  of  payment  are  invariably 
cash  with  order. 

DEPTH  HOLLAND  BULBS  SHOULD  BE  PLANTED 

Many  of  our  customers  are  frequently  puzzled  to  know 
the  proper  depth  and  distance  apart  at  which  bulbs  should 
be  planted.  The  accompanying  diagram  conveys  the  in¬ 
formation  much  more  clearly  and  briefly  than  any  descrip¬ 
tion  could.  The  chart  will  bear  careful  study.  Outdoor 
planting  should  be  done  early  in  the  fall  to  secure  healthy 
plants,  vigorous  foliage,  and  beautiful  flowers. 


Guarantee. — We  guarantee  our  bulbs  to  be  true  to  name 
and  reach  you  in  healthy  growing  condition.  In  case  they 
do  not  prove  to  be  so  we  will  replace  same  free  of  charge, 
or  will  refund  the  amount  paid,  but  it  is  mutually  agreed 
that  we  shall  not  at  any  time  be  liable  for  a  greater  amount 
than  the  original  cost.  All  bulbs  shipped  are  supposed  to 
be  free  from  all  insects  and  disease.  In  case  bulbs  should 
for  any  reason  be  condemned  by  your  Horticulture  Com¬ 
missioner,  we  will  gladly  refund  the  money.  As  most  of 
the  failures  with  bulbs  are  due  to  causes  beyond  our  con¬ 
trol,  such  as  unfavorable  weather,  too  deep  or  too  shallow 
planting,  strong  fertilizers,  slugs,  etc.,  we  accept  no  re¬ 
sponsibilities  beyond  those  mentioned  above.  By  placing 
order,  purchaser  is  considered  to  agree  with  these  terms. 


To  enable  us  to  anticipate  our  requirements  for  im¬ 
ported  bulbs  with  greater  accuracy,  a  discount  of  5  per 
cent  will  be  allowed  on  all  orders,  together  with  remit¬ 
tance,  received  before  May  31,  1930.

Profuse  blooming  tuberous  plants  for  greenhouse  or  con- 
conservatory.  Closely  allied  to  Gloxinias  and  require  same 
culture  .Three  or  more  should  be  planted  in  a  pot.  They 
flower  in  the  summer  months  for  a  period  of  8  to  10

Excellent  as  cut  flowers 
and  keep  for  a  long  time.  Should  not  be  moved  unless 
necessary  as  they  do  not  bloom  until  fully  established.  Re¬ 
quire  sunny  location,  rich  soil  and  plenty  of  moisture,  but 
with  good  drainage.  A  mulch  of  well  rotted  manure  for 
them.  They  are  not  hardy  in  the  east,  but  could  be  stored 
in  barely  moist  sawdust  in  the  cellar  during  the  winter.

The  culture  of  the  Gladiolus  is  of  the 
simplest.  The  bulbs  may  be  planted  from 
December  to  May.  For  early  planting, 
full  sunlight  is  desirable.  For  the  later 
planting,  a  partially  shadfcd  location  should 
be  chosen. 

The  bulbs  should  be  set  4  inches  deep, 
6  inches  apart.  Water  frequently  and  cul¬ 
tivate  after  each  watering.  This  will  insure 
larger  and  better  flowers.  After  the  bulb 
has  blossomed,  cut  the  flower  stem,  leav¬ 
ing  four  leaves.  Allow  the  bulb  to  ripen 
in  the  ground  and  when  the  leaves  have 
turned  brown,  dig  the  bulb  and  store  in 
a  cool  dry  place.

They  represent  an  enormous  advance  over  the  or¬ 
dinary  Montbretias  in  commerce,  being  generally  much 
taller  and  more  robust  in  growth,  and  having  flowers  of 
great  size  and  beauty,  some  measuring  3  to  4  or  more  inches 
in  diameter.  These  Montbretias  make  first  class  border 
plants  and  are  of  great  value  for  cutting. 

Montbretias  are  of  easy  culture,  preferring  a  light  loamy 
soil  well  enriched  with  leaf  mold  but  no  manure  or  chemi¬ 
cal  fertilizer  should  touch  the  roots.  A  little  bone  meal 
can  be  used  and  a  light  dresing  of  lime  may  prove  benefi¬ 
cial.  The  moisture  supply  should  be  good  and  they  thrive 
in  the  partial  shade  of  borders  or  shrubbery  as  well  as  in 
full  sunlight.  If  planted  in  the  fall,  Mulch  lightly  with 
peat  or  a  litter  but  not  manure.

Peonies  are  best  planted  only  in  autumn — from  late 
August  to  January.  Late  spring  planting  will  set  the  plants 
back  several  years  and  under  no  circumstances  should  the 
plants  be  disturbed  from  April  to  August.  Plant  in  an  or¬ 
dinary  soil,  first  spading  the  ground  into  a  loose  condition 
and  planting  so  as  to  cover  the  eyes  with  two  inches  of 
soil.  To  deep  planting  results  in  blind  shoots,  while  ex¬ 
posed  eyes  produce  only  weak  flowers.  Plant  in  full  sun¬ 
light,  away  from  the  roots  of  trees.  For  landscape  effects 
mass  several  plants  together,  for  it  is  far  better  to  have  all 
the  peonies  in  one  place,  rather  than  scattered  over  the 
yard  as  individual  specimens. 

Do  not  fertilize  with  barnyard  manure,  or  other  fertilizer 
rich  in  nitrogen.  Peonies  need  a  fertilizer  rich  in  potash 
and  phosphoric  acid,  rather  than  nitrogen.  Bone  meal  is  the

These  Iris  are  very  hardy  and  should  grow  satisfactorily 
in  the  Eastern  states,  but  unlike  other  types  of  bulbous  Iris, 
they  need  a  cool,  moist  soil  and  will  not  succeed  in  a 
hot,  dry  situation.  They  need  not  be  lifted  more  than 
every  three  years  to  separate  and  should  be  stored  in  dry 
sand  until  they  can  be  replanted. 

Do  not  break  off  the  side  bulblets.  To  do  so  may  cause 
decay.

Some 
of  the  rarer  species  are,  it  is  true  ;  they  not  only  stubbornly 
refuse  to  make  themselves  at  home  in  the  garden,  unless 
conditions  are  precisely  to  their  liking,  but  some  of  them 
cannot  endure  the  northern  winter  without  the  necessary 
covering  of  litter,  which  many  other  tender  plants  require.

tively  brief  length.

DARWIN  TULIPS 

Darwins  are  the  most  satisfactory  of  all  tulips.  They  are 
stately  in  appearance,  attaining  a  height  of  24  to  30  inches, 
and  producing  beautiful  globular  flowers  of  heavy  texture 
in  a  large  range  of  colors.  They  blossom  in  April  and  May 
and  are  unsurpassed  for  bedding  and  cutting. 

Tulips  can  be  planted  from  October  till  late  in  December. 
They  require  a  moderately  rich  soil,  which  should  be  well 
drained.  If  the  soil  is  in  poor  condition  use  a  little  bone 
meal  or  well  rotted  manure.  Plant  the  bulbs  6  or  more 
inches  apart  and  set  the  tops  3  inches  below  the  surface. 
If  the  soil  is  heavy,  place  a  small  quantity  of  sand  at  the 
base  of  each  bulb.  They  will  remain  in  bloom  for  a  longer 
period  of  time  if  planted  in  a  light,  shaded  location.
